Urbancrest survives discrimination charges

The predominantly Black Vil- 
lage of Urbancrest held off two 
legal_actions where it was 
being charged with racial dis- 
crimination, according to Jer- 
maine Coleman, Urbancrest 
clerk/treasuret and church 
evangelist. 

The Village had to defend 
itself. before the Ohio Civil 


Rights Commission and the 
Franklin County Common 
Pleas Court in response to 
charges made by Patrick J. 
Castrodale. Gastrodale, who is 
white, was the village marshal. 
The marshal charged he was a 
victim of racial discrimination: 

In a cost cutting move, 
Coleman noted, the Village 
Council reduced trodale’s 
salary, from $10,400 per year to 


$4,500 per year. Later, his pay 
was further cut to$1 per month 
when Coleman brought to the 
attention of Urbancrest Attor- 
ney Frederick Ransier that the 
financial emergency would 
persist at the $4,500 figure. 
The clerk/treasurer ob- 
served a steady decline in 
general revenue fund (GRF) 
dollars. Between fiscal years 
1982 and 1985, the GRF had 


gone from $20,000 to $10,000. 
Urbancrest receives funding 
from a local government fund 
operated by the county, a 2% 
income tax, the sale of permits - 
and from property taxes 


receipts. 
In a handwritten correspon- 
dence to Ransier dated Febru- 


ary 2, 1985, Coleman indicated 
that the Urbancrest “does not 
have the funds to pay the salar- 


ies or utilities bills without 
going exactly bankrupt.”

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Factors Business Owners Should 


Consider Before Incorporating 


One important decision a new business owner must make is whether to incorporate or operate the business as a 
le proprietor or partnership. It has been*my experience that when making this decision, many business owners 
il to properly consider many important factors that should influence their decision, Consequently, many young 


usinesses rush to incorporate unnecessarily. s 


In fact, many first time business owners assume that 
corporating is the first thing they need to do when 
arting their business. I attribute this rush to incorpor- 
e by some business owners to their preception that the 
roprietorship form does not exhibit a professional 
ough image and is used mainly by “mom-and-pop" 
spe operations. However, if all the facts were properly 
onsidered, I believe most of these business owners’

erception would change and they would base their 
lecision to incorporate on more relevant facts. 

A corporation is a legal entity, separate and distinct 
rom its owners, As such, it has separate tax status, 
t can own property, and it can enter into legal trans- 
ctions on its own. 

In contrast, a sole proprietorship or partnership is 
sot considered a separate legal entity. As a result, this 
form of business structure obtains its legal status from 
ts owner or owners. 

While there are certainly good reasons for incorpor- 
ating your business, there are also very good reasons for 
not incorporating. 


ADVANTAGES TO INCORPORATING 


There are of course, important advantages to in- 
corporating your business. 


— Limiting liability: Because a corporation is a legal 
entity, the stockholders are generally not subject 
to personal liability if the company is sued or goes 
out of business, except for upaid corporate taxes. 
For many businesses, this is a sufficient reason for 


incorporating. 


— Capital formation: Another very important advan- 
tage for incorporating is its ease of acquiring and 
selling ownership interest through the purchase or 
sale of stock, This allows for easier capital formation 
and is a important aspect for those companies who 
have greater capital needs that have to be met through 
shared ownership. 


— Deductibility of fringe benefit cost: Since employee 
fringe benefits such as health, life and disability 
insurance premiums are deductible employee ex- 
penses, @ stockholderemployee can deduct these 
costs as expenses; they can not deduct fringe benefit 
costs as expenses. 

\ 

— Subchapter S status: A corporation with less than 35 
stockholders may be eligible to elect a special Sub- 
chapter S status which effectively allows it to benefit 
from all the advantages of a corporation, but be taxed 
as if it were a sole proprietorship or partnership. 
Consequently, all tax effects flow through to the 
stockholders’ personal returns and the double tax- 
ation effect is eliminated. This election could also 
have w tax benefit for those business owners who ex: 
pect to incur initial operating losses. These losses 
can be deducted from other income on the owners’ 
personal returns instead of being absorbed by the 
corporation. 


ADVANTAGES OF NOT INCORPORATING 


— Ease and cost of formation: For a sole proprietor- 
ship, there are no required filings with state regu- 
lartory agencies. With a corporation, you mUst 
submit the-proper forms. to the Secretary of State 
which may require the services of an attorney. In 
addition, the State of Ohio requires a new business 
to have a minimum of $500 in capital plus you 
must pay a $75 filing fee. Also, a corporation is re- 
quired to maintain detailed records of corporate 
actions in the form of minutes and may have to meet 
other reporting requirements not required by a 
proprietorship or partnership. 


Double taxation: Since a corporation is a separate 
legal entity, it is required to pay taxes, on earned 
income. In addition, the stockholders have to file 
- separate returns and pay taxes on dividends received 
from the corporation. This effectively causes a double 
taxation on company’s earnings. On the contrary, 
a sole proprietorship’s or partnership’ eamings 
pass directly to the return of the owner/s. Conse- 


ip is riot required to incur the 
cost of filing a separate tax return. 


Reduced tax cost: The tax burden of operating a 
business may be less under.a sole proprietorship 
than a corporation. As a result of the Tax Reform 
Act of 1986, the top individual rate beginning in 
1988 will be 28% which is lower than the top co- 
porate rate of 34%. Also, since owners of a sole 
proprietorship are not considered employees, they 
are not required to pay payroll taxes on company 
earnings. Conversely, the compensation of a stock- 
holder who is employed by the corporation is sub- 
ject to payroll taxes. In Ohio this could mean an 
additional tax cost of between 5% and 10%. of 
gross payroll. 


While the decision whether to incorporate may in- 
volve many important. factors, proper consideration of 
each is important for making the. correct decision. 
A rule that I use for newly established companies, is 
that unless there is a compelling reason for incorpor- 
ating, such as limiting liability, or capital needs, it is 
probably better to begin your business as a sole pro- 
ptietor or partnership. This form is generally less cost- 
ly and provides owners greater flexibility, which is im- 
portant for young companies, Later, if it is considered 
necessary, the company can incorporate and transfer 
all business assets with very little difficulty.o

Central Ohio is home to native Clevelander Collins 
Haynesworth, owner and operator of CONTINENTAL 
STARBUCK PRINTING COMPANY. Haynesworth 
graduated from Cleveland Central High School in 1941 
and was vice president of his senior class. His excel- 
lence in printing earned the young apprentice a scholar- 
ship to Wilberforce University in Wilberforce, Ohio. 
While in college, he decided that printing was what he 
wanted to do. Today, the 40 year + printing veteran's 
busines has annual sales of about $275,000.00. 

At age 16, Haynesworth began printing in the base: 
ment of his home. With the help of a generous and 
dedicated teacher, a fully equipped print shop was 
installed there. “Soon, my. work earned me recogni- 
tion in the citywide interscholastic competitions. Fin- 
ally, school officials decided to bar me from compe- 
tition, choosing instead to display my work as examples 
to inspire other students,” he recalls. 

In 1949, Haynesworth moved to Columbus where he 
became plant foreman for the capital city’s black weekly 
newspaper, the OHIO STATE News. In addition he 
maintained a close working relationship with the manage- 
ment of the OHIO SENTINEL throughout its publishing 
life, and continues the same close relationship with the 
COLUMBUS CALL & POST. A 

From 1953 to 1959, Haynesworth and then partner, 
Edward Dawkins, operated the BALL PRESS PRINT- 
ING COMPANY. ,Also to his credit, in 1958, Haynes- 
worth became the first black in Ohio to gain member- 
ship inthe Amalgamated 
offset printers union at that time. 

Then in 1971, after working for another company, 
Haynesworth decided to again found a company of his 
own, known as Continental Graphics. In 1977 Starbuck 
Printing was acquired, and the merging of the two is 
the present company, CONTINENTAL STARBUCK 
PRINTING. 
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Records for Legislative and 
negulatory Purposes 


Businesses, whether large or small, minority or major- 
ity, have a wide variety of concerns that they must face 
in their day to day operations. One constant concern is 
the need for complete and accurate records. 

In determining the needs of any business, records 
are one of the least concerns a business might have. 
However, it is important 
to consider the impact of 
not having records. Here 
are some startling facts: 

First, there are over 

2,800 federal laws con- 
cerning the records re- 
quirements for industries 
such as insurance, health 
care, banking and finan- 
cial services, communi- 
cation, education, food, 
transportation and others. 
®Second, there are over 
1,100 state laws concern- 
ing the basic record re- 
quirements by those do- 
ing business in the United 
States. Those requirements 
include: the area of busi- 
ness organization, (i.e., corporations and partnerships), 
employment (i.e., equal employment opportunity, 
health and safety, unemployment, wage and hour, 
workers compensation), tax (i.e., income, occupation, 
sales, severance tax and many more). 

®Finally, there are hundreds of laws concerning the 
maintenance and retention and format of records. 

Consider just some of the information necessary to 
document activity/non-activity in the area of employ- 
ment. For example, data gathered on the history of an 
employee, (e.g., time sheets, cards, employee evalu- 
ations, starting/ending dates of employment, reason 
for termination, etc.) are used to satisfy concerns 
relative to unemployment, workers compensation 
and/or equal employment laws. 

As a business owner, information about your busi- 
ness is very important, such as, the starting date of the 
business, type of business, (partnership, corporation, 
sole proprietorship), type of service and/or product the 
company provides, location, staff, etc., are all used to 
develop strategies for the company, to develop business 
plans and to give direction to the compeny. In addi- 
tion, that information is used by state and federal govern- 
ment to insure compliance to specific laws regarding 
equal employment opportunity (e.g., race, sex, relig- 
ion, creed, or physical handicap). 

Unfortunately, failure to provide records of this type, 
as well as other documents, can be very costly to vou as 
a business owner. ignorance of tne jaw 1s not accepted 
and, duplication of said materials can be astronomical in 

Therefore, we urge you to keep accurate and com- 
plete records on any and all transactions of your busi- 
ness. o 2

Haynesworth’s son, Collins, Jr., known as ‘Linnie’ is 
his father’s “strong right arm". Linnie works along side 
his father at 1100-N Rarig Avenue, His sister Jan and 
brothers Greg and David work with their father in the 
business on a part-time basis. 


Haynesworth is recognized throughout the Columbus 
community for the tireless and unfaltering energy he 
has spent refining his trade over the years.

Gov. Celeste has a bill on his 
desk which would permit corpo- 
rations to sponsor political. 
action committees. The bill has 
passed both the Republican 
Senate and the Democratic 
House, demonstrating bipartisan 
support. However, HB 354, 
sponsored by Cincinnati Demo- 
crat Jerome Leubbers, is bad law 
and should be vetoed. 

The corporations, that want to 
expand their influence in the 

- legislature, cry crocodile tears 
that it's only fair to extend to 
them the same right that unions 
already have: the creation and 
funding of PACs, which collect 
and spend megadollars in legis- 
lative races. Yet this reasoning is 


“a flawed. 


Already, many entities repres- 
-enting the interests of corpora- 
tions, if not the corporations 
themselves, provide money and 
other assistance to legislativé 
candidates, Already, corporate 
Officials, if not the corporations 
themselves, give megadollars to 
the candidates of their choice. 
To expand that kind of power 
would not level the playing field, 
but make it more top-heavy in 
support of monied interests. 
Indeed, look at the recent 
Supreme Court chief justice 
race, in which the unions gave 
large sums of money to the 
defeated Frank Celebrezze and 
various lawyers and corporate 


interests.gave large sums to 
Thomas Moyer: Already Moyer 
has been forced to excuse him-. 
self from cases where firms with 
a personal interest in the deci- 
sion ‘had given him campaign 
funds. 


ft appears that, for a jury in 
NewYork, the admission of Ber- 
nard\Goetz on videotape that he 
wanted to kill the four young 
Black men who were attacking 
him was insufficient to convict 
him of attempted murder, 
although the fact that he used an 
unlicensed gun to shoot the four 
young men was enough to con- 
vict him of a felony count of car- 
rying the unlicensed weapon. 

The jury decision, while possi- 
bly understandable, should 
make all Black people pause. 
The acquittal of a white man in 
the shooting of four Blacks on 
the suspicion that these men 
were threatening him with bodily 
harm sends out a dangerous 
message to all young Black men: 
be careful what you say to white 
folke: 


This is not to defend the four 
young men. By their own admis- 
sion, they were planning to bur- 
glarize arcade machines with the 
screwdrivers they had in their 
peckets. Indeed, one of the 
young men is now in jail for rape. 
By all accounts, they certainly 
were not gentlemen and scho- 
lars, and meant Goetz no good. 

Yet the decision that Goetz 
used reasonable force to repel 
these men seems to feed into the

Unfortunately, the political 
system as we know it is powered 
by those financial interests -- 
whether big business, big labor, 
big medicine or big insurance -- 
which have a vested interest in 
the outcome. It is a serious, if 
presently unsolvable, problem. 
To magnify that problem by 
expanding financial interests 
that can play is unwise and dan- 
gerous to the body politic at 
large, which must often feel that 
it is beirfg manipulated between 
these powerful interests. 

It is easy to underStand why 
Democrats in the Hose and 
Republicans in the Senate would 
go along with such a proposal. 
After all, most special interests 
are remarkably non-ideological: 

«incumbents will be the primary 
beneficiaries of any funds. But 
what will the public gain from 
this process? Unfortunately, 
they will probably gain only a 
greater distance from the people 
who represent them, and less 
accountability to their needs. 

As Black people, we are par- 
ticularly concerned. The monied 
corporate interests who will pour 
money into campaigns if this 
becomes law are almost exclu- 
sively white, and their interests 
are often diametrically opposed 
to those of the poor and Black 
citizens which inhabit most of 
our major cities. 

Indeed, nationally the infusion 
of corporate financial power in 
elections has uniformly been 
used to promote candidates and 
interests which are injurious to 
Blacks and the poor. HB 354 
would maintain a dangerous 
trend in government, and we 
urge Gov. Celeste to veto the bill. 


The Goetz decision 


traditional white fears of Blacks, 
and betrays a “death wish” men- 
tality of how to allay those fears: 
with the soft lead from blue steel. 


We cannot help but wonder 
whether the ruling would have 
been the same had a Black man 
shot four white youths under 
similar circumstances. We doubt 
that it would be, After all, society 
seems to say, Blacks have 
nothing to fear from white people 
-- even though a Black has 
almost as much chance of being 
killed by a white as a white has of 
being killed by a Black, and both 
are overwhelmingly injured by 
those of their own race. 

We hope that the Goetz case is 
an abberation, a one-time occur- 
rence which will never be 
repeated. Yet we doubt it. 

The same fear and hatred that 
mobilized Bernard Goetz move 
in many others -- others who, sta- 
tistically, have less to be afraid of 
from Blacks than they do from 
other whites. Yet, the irrational 
fear which motivates these peo- 
ple may compel them to strike 
out at other Blacks. The legal 
system, in the Goetz case, almost 
seems to have given them that 
license. We only hope that 
another jury will not be so 
inclined to come to the same 
conclusion.

Merit plan no longer a quality alternative 


The Merit Selection Plan 
proposes to provide for an 
apolitical process by which 
judicial candidates are 
screened to enhance the 
selection of those individuals 
with the “highest personal and 
professional qualifications.” 

In reviewing the plan, we, 
The National Conference of 
Black Lawyers, must consider 
that in Franklin County, 
Blacks now hold only three of 
the combined 46 judicial seats 
distributed from the Municipal 
Court through the Supreme 
Court branches. The pro- 
posed plan fails to address. 
this glaring discrepancy. 

There are no assurances 
that panels designated to 
scrutinize this process will be 
representative of a fair cross- 
section of the community. 
Moreover, the plan in its pres- 
ent form risks the further dis- 
éenfranchisement of the voting 
populace, particularly the 
Black voter. 

Although the plan promises 
to select and nominate those 
persons with the “highest per- 
sonal and professional quali- 
fications," it fails to include 
any objective criteria for mak- 
ing this determination. 
Instead, this task is left in large 
part to a panel of individuals 
who themselves are the very 
beneficiaries of the system 
targeted for change. There- 
fore, the likelihood of any 
substantial material diversion 
from pat practices and philos- 
ophies are improbable. What 
is certain, is a system of 
self-preservation. 

We wish to make clear, 
however, our recognization of 
the gross inadequacies and 
patent unfairness inherent

Our 
disenchantment notwith- 
standing, the proposed merit 
selection plan does not offer 
an improvement in that 
system. 

While we are encouraged 
that the present system is 
being scrutinized, we do not 
share the same enthusiasm 
with which some of our col- 
leagues so eagerly embrace 


“the Merit Selection Plan. The 


need for change is clear. 

However, while the plan 
proposes such a change, it is 
too narrow both in its thrust 
and scope. The plan fails to 
address the critical need fora 
judiciary that is both qualified 
and representative of the 
communities in which they 
serve. |n our judgment, these 
terms can no longer be consi- 
dered in the alternative. 

The National Conference of 
Black Lawyers urges the Citi- 
zens For The Merit Selection 
Of Judges to carefully review 
its proposal with these con- 
siderations in mind.

The presence of Cong. Louis Stokes of Cleveland on the 
lrangate investigating committees demonstrates the progress - 
- and the problems -- that Blacks have in being taken 
seriously in the foreign policy arena. 

Stokes, who also chairs the House Intelligence Committee, 
is the only Black on the 26-member special committee com- 
prised of representatives of both houses. He is also the first 
Black to chair the House Intelligence Committee. 

Yet the fact that he is only Black member, and the first 
Black chair, indicates that much needs to be done to incorpo- 
rate Blacks into the entire range of policy discussion 


Historically, Black governmental officials had been stereo- 
typed into roles as advocates for the civil rights of Black 
Americans, with little interest in other issues. In the foreign 
policy area, there had always been some Black participation, 
such as the appointment by Lyndon Johnson of Carl Rowan 
as head of the United States Information Agency in the 1960s 
and the naming cf several Black ambassadors, including the 
late Patricia Roberts Harris as ambassador to Luxembourg 

Yet even in the ambassage, Blacks were often stereotyped: 
Black diplomatic officials were often more likely to serve in 
African posts.

The 1977 appointment, by Jimmy Carter, of Andrew Young. 
as ambassador to the United Nations heightened Black inter- 
est in foreign affairs generally. That interest has continued 
through the efforts of TransAfrica, the lobbying group for 
Africa and the Caribbean. They have been instrumental in. 
shaping U.S. policy toward South Africa, and in mobilizing 
Black American support. 


for themselves in the broader area of public policy. Cong. 
Rion Dellums of California has become an expert in defense 
spending; in his role as chairman of the Budget Committee, 
Cong. William Gray of Philadelphia has concerns which span 
the broad range of public policy. 

Stokes himself has found that Black people are very inter- 
ested in the revelations which have come from the Irangate |, 
hearings. 

In addition, Stokes has found, "Black Americans are deligh- 
ted of the fact that Black elected officials are not relegated to 
talking about civil rights matters.” 

Stokes chided those who seem to question why Blacks 
would be interestéd in the Irangate fiasco. . 

“We are taxpayers,” Stokes said, "We participate in society. 
We have as great an investment in the U.S. Constitution as all 
other Americans.” : 

Stokes has already played a key role in the hearings. It was 
through his questioning that arms profiteer Albert Hakim 
revealed that he possessed a highly-classified encoder, which 
had been given to him without proper authorization by Oliver 
North. Stokes prevailed upon Hakim to give the encoder back 
to thé U.S. government. 

The broadening of Black interest and perspective on for- 
eign policy issues holds a tremendous benefit to Black peo- 
ple. It is becoming increasingly clear that world events are 
inextricably tied to one another -- as the connection between 
Iran and Nicaragua shows. 

Blacks thus can become involved in the entire range of for- 
sign policy issues, and hopefully work to bring the unique 
Perspective of an oppressed people into the foreign policy 
debate.

The Robertsons look like an 
average African American family. 
To meet them you would not know 
that this ordinary family has been 
forced, by extreme circumstances, 
to become extraordinary, just to 
insure their survival. 

A target of continuous racially 
motivated violence in Brooktyn, 
New York, they refused to submit 
to the terrorism, but rather, vowed 
to stand together to change the 
facist environment in which they 
lived. And now, because of the 
actions of the Robertsons, a signif- 
icant first step has been made 
which will benefit the whole 
community.

itbegan in March of 1981 when a 
white policeman put a gun to the 
head of Dario, one of the Robert- 
sons’ five sons. He wag only 13 
years old then and running off to 
the recreation center he attended 
every day after school. But the 
police officer saw only that he was 
running and that he is Black. 

As his teachers and fellow stu- 
dents screamed for them to stop, 
the officer pulled a gun, hand- 
cuffed the frightened youth, and 


hauled him off to the station 
trouse. Only because Dario halted 
immediately at the police com- 
mand, did he not become-yet 
another statistic in the.spiraling 
rate of young African American 
men killed by white police officers. 

When Mr. Robertson went to see 
about his son, the officers cursed 
the father and roughed him up. No 
arrest was made and the police

Protecting a baby’s health 


It has been said before, but it 
cannot be repeated too often: 
Pregnant women should not 
smoke or drink. 

Despite widespread publicity 
about these risks, many expectant 
mothers still persist in these harm- 
ful activities, with potentially dev- 
astating effects on their children, 
says a recent report by the 
National Center for Clinical Infant 
Programs. Substance use is even 
higher among low-income or 
unmarried expectant mothers, the 
report says. We will not help either 
mother or child by blaming these 
women; -we can help by giving 
them the facts. 

Pregnant women should not 
smoke cigarettes. Smoking during 
pregnancy has a measurable 
effect on babies’ birth weight -- a 
key to their overall health, On the 
average, the odds of a baby being 
born ata low birth weight increase 


26 percent with every five 
cigarettes smoked a day. 


But of those married mothers of 
live infants born in 1980, who had 
been smoking at a rate of half a 
pack a day or more before preg- 
nancy, roughly two-thirds kept up 


this habit while pregnant. 
Pregnant women also should 
not drink. Heavy drinking is known 
to cause Fetal Alcohol Syndrome 
(FAS), a cluster of congenital 
defects including nervous system 
dysfunction. For every child with 
identified FAS, there are several 


others who have been affected 
during pregnancy, but lack the full 
set of characteristics. Since we do 
not know how much drinking is 
safe during pregnancy, doctors 
recommend that pregnant moth- 
ers not drink. 


But among those married moth- 
ers of live infants born in 1980, who 
regularly had three drinks per 
week before pregnancy, almost 
one-fifth continued to drink at that 
rate while pregnant. 

Too many of us have been 
assuming that all pregnant moth- 
ers know about these hazards and 
what they can mean to their 
babies. This report reminds us that 
many do not. It also recommends 
-- and | agree -- that as one part of 
providing better prenatal care, we 
must vastly increase our public 
and private education efforts, to 
ensure that all mothers-to-be have 
this vital information. 

Each of us can help by making 
sure that our pregnant friends, 
family members and neighbors 
know the facts.

Looking beyond the 
Ethiopian famine

In the wake of growing Ameri- 
can disgust and horror over South 
Africa's apartheid system, there is 
a healthy parallel development. 
This is the recognition that human, 
rights abuses are not unique to 
South Africa. 

Recent Congressional initia- 
tives would tie further U.S. aid to 
Kenya to an improvement in that 
country's human rights record. 
Similarly, there is bipartisan sup- 
port in Congress for a bill to 
impose economic sanctions on 
Ethiopia, which has a far worse 
human rights record than Kenya, 
or even South Africa. 

Although images of the terrible 
famine of 1984-1985 have faded 
from American television screens, 
the plight of ordinary Ethiopians 
has not improved, for the root 
cause of suffering in Ethiopia has 
not changed. My countrymen are 
still victimized by a tyrannical 
government that not only brought 
on the great famine, but has 
sought to use this catastrophe to 
further its own political ends. 

| make this statement from the 
point of view of a political exile 
who served as Director-General of 
the Ethiopian Ministry of Law and 
Justice from 1974-1980. 

in December 1979 | was arrested 
by the State Secret Police and 
upon my release after 12 days in 
detention, | had to flee the country 
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on foot. My insider knowledge of 


the current Ethiopian government 
enabled me to predict the misuse 
of emergency food aid well before 
the fact. 

Today, tales of even greater 
human rights abuses are smug- 
gled out of the country. 

The worst abuses are those 
related to the so-called “resettle- 
ment" and “villagization” pro- 
grams. Through the resettlement 
program, Ethiopians from the 
north of the country are being 
forced to move to a part of south- 
ern Ethiopia that the government 
describes as “uninhabited.” 

What the government does not 
say is that the area of the reloca- 
tions has remained uninhabited 
for thousands of years, due to heat 
and malaria. Both of these condi- 
tions are particularly onerous to 
northern Ethiopians, used toa 
cooler, mosquito-tree environ- 
ment. 

The "resettlement" program is 
the Ethiopian government's way of 
extracting political gain from the 
famine. Government soldiers 
force scattered farmers and nom- 
ads to live in government- 
controlled villages, often against 
their will. The official reason for 
resettlement is to solve the prob- 
lem of famine. 

The reality, however, is less 
altruistic. Because of its heavy- 
handed behavior, the government 
is facing armed revolts in several 
parts of the country. By herding 
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the civilians who support the reb- 
els into relocation camps, then 
denying food aid to areas of sus- 
pected rebel activity, the Ethiopian 
government is using the fruits of 
American generosity as 8 weapon. 

The regime's social engineering 
plan, known as “villagization,” 
foresees the eviction of farmers 
from their homes, located on their 
farms, and moved into centralized 
villages.

The Ethiopian government 
plans to move 30 million peasants 
in 9 years. By September 1986, 
according to official government 
statements, 4.5 million peasants 
have already been moved. Their 
old homes are destroyed, so peo- 
ple cannot return. 


Again, the purpose of this pro- 
gram is to increase political con- 
trol and to introduce Soviet pat- 
terns of collective farming. The 
program is clearly to the detriment 
of food production, and so it leads 
inevitably towards new famine 
conditions. This is another 
government-made national 
tragedy in Ethiopia. 


it is this outrageous spectacle 
that prompted the sanctions effort 
in Congress. Surprisingly, the 
effort has succeeded in attractin 
the support of only one member o1 
the Congressiona! Black Caucus, 
Budget Committee Chairman Wil- 
liam Gray (D-PA). 
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Similarly, the idea of punishing 
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sions of error are useless to Dario, 
who will forever be haunted by the 
image of that gun to his head. 

The family 800n moved to an 
affordable neighborhood in 
another section of Brooklyn -- not 
an easy thing for a family of seven 
to find in New York. The problem 
was, the Robertsons were the first 
Black family on the block. 


Racist names were hurled at 
them every time they left home. 
The all-white block association 
vowed to force their removal. One 
night someone even slithered into 
their yard and spray painted their 
house to show, Mrs, Robertson 
was told, “where the niggers live.” 

And even after seven years the 
paint stains remain. 

Of course, none of this is new. 
Racist violence and police brutal- 
ity is a facet of life in most African 
American communities. What is 
different about this case is the 
strength and determination of the 
family. They became like a small 
army, sitting around the kitchen 
table, parents and children, writ- 
ing letters together to whoever 
they thought might listen, and tak- 
ing shifts guarding their house. 
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Why you might ask, did they stay 
and fight? “Because”, says Mrs. 
Robertson, “No one should be 
allowed to force us to move. And 
noone should be forced to live like 
this. We are a decent, law-abiding 
family, and decent housing is 
impossible to find for a low- 
income family like ours. The older 
boys were strengthened by what 
they had to fight, But now my hus- 
band and | are fighting forthe sons 
who are still coming up. My 
youngest is now 2. We're in this 
fight for our lives.”

neighbors have signed a petition, 
initiated by Mrs. Robertson, to 
form a new block association that 
will be open to ail. 

As she says, “We are going to 
build a unified association where 
everyone is welcome.

To Be Equal 


Corporations challenged to do better

Corporate America must go 
beyond equal employment hiring 
to groom young Black managers 
for line positions and career 
ladders that lead to the top. 

Part of the problem is that com- 
panies are locked into credential- 
ism — abstract criteria that are not 
job-related and do not predict job 
success, 

Corporations have to look at 
people, not at culture-bound cre- 
dentials. When they do, they get 
outstanding performers. 

Too few corporations are willing 
to bring promising Black manag- 
ers along in a succession of 

‘increasingly responsible line jobs, 
and then put them in a vice presi- 
dent's chair. Instead, they cry 
about the “limited pool” of Blacks 
for managerial jobs. 

The problem is worsened by 
corporate restructuring that redu- 
ces opportunities for promotions, 
leading some of our most talented 
middle managers to hit a career 
plateau. It does the same to whites, 
of course, but their situation 
differs to the extent that they 
already occupy the heights of cor- 
porate America. 

A related problem is the prolif- 
eration of covert barriers to Black 
advancement. 


This is the skeleton in the corpo- 
rate closet. It's something no one 
talks about. It's something few will 
admit to. But it’s there. And it effec- 
tively sabotages even the most 
sincere corporate affirmative 
action directives. >: 

Companies need institutional- 
ized mechanisms to ensure that 
equal opportunity policies operate 
throughout, the company and in 
all aspects of business inter- 
actions. 

In most corporations today, 
Blacks with the proper skills and 
credentials and attitudes can get 
ahead. They'll face some low-level 
harassment at times. There may be 
a double standard for perfor- 
mance. There may be a subtle ceil- 
ing to their progress. 


But none of that is very new. 
Blacks have always had to be bet- 
ter than anyone else, have always 
faced racial bigotry, and have 
always been held to a double 
standard that says a Black who has 
made it to a managerial post is 
doing pretty well, even though his 
white counterpart is sitting in a 
vice president's chair. 

The difference today is that 
there is a critical mass of bright, 
capable young Black managers 
who are advancing to operational 
jobs that have bottom-line impact. 
The best companies want to keep 
them happy. And the new breed of 


“Black managers has options -- 
they can either stay in corporate 
America or go on their owrt, 

We are all impatient fot more 
change and faster change, but 
there are hopeful signs that we 

, May, be on the brink of sore real 
breakthroughs in corporate 
America. 

Global competition is so stiff 
that many corporations just can't 
afford to tolerate discriminatory 
limits on their employees’ growth. 
It is finally in corporate America's 
best interests to advance and 
retain Black and minority manag- 
ers. Today, performance, ngt race 
is becoming the major factar. 

But Blacks and whites must 
keep up the pressure to win equal 
treatment and a fair shot at the 
heights of corporate power. As 
Tom Shropshire, who recently 
retired as senior vice president of 
Miller Brewing, one of the most 
powerful jobs held by a Blagk man 
in corporate America, says: - 

“It’s up to us as Black people to 
keep up the pressure on those 
corporations and not let up for a 
minute because our fight i$ by no 
means over. We've got td make 
them understand that we're not 
going to accept being pushed in 
the background anymore."*:

United Methodist Church 
raps Ohio lottery system 


At its annual meeting The 
United Methodist Church's 
West Ohio Conference has 
called the Ohio lottery “a 
menace to moral, social, eco- 
nomic and spiritual life, and 
not supportive of good 
government.” 

A task force spent a year 
studying the lottery system. 
Recognizing that the lottery is 
not likely to be abolished in the 
near future, the task force 
recommended that an educa- 
tional program be instituted to 
inform people of the conflict 
between playing the lottery 
and “personal Christian faith 
that believes that God is in con- 
trol-of the universe.” 

Lobbying action in the state 
legislature and in the media 
will push for lottery winnings to 
be used in a gambling educa- 
tional, prevention and treat- 
ment program, and for equal 


treatment to the negative side 


“ef the lottery. 


Homer Erekson, chairperson 
of the task force, said the lot- 
tery is a low source of revenue 
for the state. He said 60 percent 
of the lottery income goes for 
administration and prizes. 

There is no evidence that the 
lottery has aided education in 
Ohio even though six cents of 
every dollar goes to education, 
said Erekson, associate dean 
and professor at Miami Univer- 
sity, Oxford. 

In other action at the confer- 
ence, a 12-member task force 
reported on the plight of the 
poor. As a result of the report 
educational programs about 
the homeless in local churches 
will be instituted. In addition an 
annual offering to be taken in 
December will aid the home- 
less.

Lamont attends-Sth grade and 
likes science. Lamont’s case- 
worker says he is the kind of 
child you fall in love with and 
he feels blessed about things 
most children take for granted, 
like a temporary family.

The jury found Goetz not 
jullty despite his own admis- 
ion, in a videotaped confes- 
ion, that he had attempted to 
iil the young men. 

“My intention was to murder 
hem, to hurt them, to make 
hem suffer as much as possi- 
le," Goetz had said in his con- 
ession. However, the jury of 10 
vhites and 2 Blacks ruled that 
he confession was simply 
nade under great emotional 


duress, and discounted its 
accuracy. 

in Columbus, State Rep. 
Otto Beatty, an attorney, was 
“disappointed” by the jury's 
decision. 

“In a lot of jury trials, it gets 
to‘a social issue,” Beatty said. 
Of the 12 members of the jury, 
six had been victims of criminal 
activity. Some observers saw 
the jury's decison thus asa ref- 
erendum of the citizen's 
response to criminal behavior.

Beatty says “I don’t think 
there's any question” that there 
is a deteriorating climate of 
race relations in the United 
States, “and it all started with 
the lack of sensitivity in the 
Reagan administration.” 

Beatty characterized Goetz 
as “a bomb waiting to explode. 
It was almost like he gets agun 
and says, ‘| hope somebody 
messes with me’.” 

Melanie Mitchell, head of the 
Columbus branch of the 
NAACP, saw the result as 
“predictable.” While she would 
not agree that the ruling dem- 
onstrates, as some have said, 
that Black males are an endan- 
gered species, she argued that 
the ruling “means we've got a 
lot of homework to do about 
enforcing the laws that are on 
the books, and getting some 
political clout.” 

Goetz is expected to be 
sentenced in September on the 
weapons charge: He is cur- 
rently free on bail.

Pastor charged with assault, 


menacing in wife’s shooting

Pastor Joe T. Watkins, 34, of 
Solid Rock Church of Christ, 


1132 Watkins Rd. was arrested 
and charged June 20 with two

: For 5,429 former Ohio State 
University students, June 12 
was something special; they 
ranked as the 300th class ever 
graduated from the institution. 

And, for another 40 individu- 
als, the event was also special. 
In honor of the 300th anniver- 
sary, these 40 were honored for 
their contributions to the 

. Community and to The Ohio 
State University. 

Five Blacks were among the 
40 honored. They were: Dr. 
Clotilde Dent Bowen, a retired 
U.S. Army colonel; Lloyd O. 
Brown, a former Ohio Supreme 
Court Justice; Dr. Henry 
Ponder, the president of Fisk 
University; Dr. Charles Taylor, 
former president of Wilber- 
force College; and Faye Wat- 
tleton, president of Planned 
Parenthood. 

Dr. Bowen,served from 
1970 to 1971 in the top psychia- 
try position for the U.S. Army in 
Vietnam. Since retired, she will 
soon become chief of psychia- 
try at the Veterans Administra- 

n Hospital in Cheyenne, 

yo. Bowen récéived her 
bachelor's degree in biological 
sciences in 1943 and her medi- 
cal degree in 1947 from Ohio 
State. 

Brown recently retired as a 
Common Pleas Court Judge in 
Cuyahoga County. In 1972, he 
was appointed the second 
Black ever to sit on the Ohio 
Supreme Court, but was 
defeated in the general elec- 
tion. Brown has annually 
sponsored a scholarship fund 
for students pursuing law 
degree at several schools, 
including Howard University in 
Washington, D.C. In 1955, 
Brown received his bachelor of 
arts in political science and law 
degrees from OSU. 

Dr. Henry Ponder, who 
received his doctorate in agri- 
cultural economics from OSU 
in 1963, came to Fisk Univer- 
sity when it was near bank- 
ruptcy. He was instrumental in 
turning around the financial 
fortunes of the university, 
which is one of the oldest and 
most prestigious Black univer- 
sities in the country. 

The oldest Black university 
in America is Wilberforce Col- 
lege near Xenia, and that is 
where Charles Taylor served 
as president from 1976 to 1984. 
Taylor, presently general mai 
ager of marine transportation 
for Standard Oil of Ohio
